LICENSES  ISSUED  FOR  BIOLOGICAL  PRODUCTS,  SEPTEMBER  1940 

License  No.  112  was  issued  September  21,  1940,  to  Fort  Dodge  Serum  Co.,  300 
First  Avenue  South,  Fort  Dodge,  Iowa,  for  botulinus  antitoxin  (types  A  and  B). 

License  No.  189  was  issued  September  17,  1940,  to  Norden  Laboratories,  227 
North  Ninth  Street.,  Lincoln,  Nebr.,  for  coli-staph-strep  bacterin  and  salmonella 
cholerasuis  bacterin. 

License  No.  209  was  issued  September  19,  1940,  to  Wene  Poultrj-  Laboratories, 
Pleasantville,  N.  J.,  for  fowl-laryngotracheitis  vaccine  and  fowl-pox  vaccine. 

RESULTS  OF  PROSECUTIONS  FOR  VIOLATIONS  OF  LAWS 

Penalties  and  fines  have  been  imposed  in  prosecutions  for  violations  of  regu- 
latorv  laws,  as  reoorted  to  the  Bureau,  as  follows: 


Twenty-eight-Hour  Law 

New  York  Central  Railroad  Co.  (3  cases),  $300  penalties. 
St.  Louis  Southwestern  Railway  Co.,  $100  penalty. 
Western  Pacific  Railroad  Co.,  $100  penalty. 
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Virus-Serum-Toxin  Law 

For  shipping,  interstate,  anthrax  vaccine  that  was  contaminated,  dangerous, 
and  harmful  within  the  meaning  of  the  law: 

Sharp  &  Dohme,  Inc.,  Philadelphia,  Pa.  (2  counts),  $200  fine. 
Sharp  &  Dohme,  Inc.,  Minneapolis,  Minn.  (4  counts),  suspended  sentence, 
defendant  placed  on  probation  for  3  years. 

EVIDENCE  COVERING  ALLEGED  VIOLATIONS  OF  THE  MEAT  INSPEC- 
TION ACT 

When  evidence  covering  alleged  violations  of  the  Meat  Inspection  Act  is  sub- 
mitted by  inspectors  in  charge,  the  original  and  five  copies  of  affidavits  of  witnesses, 
who  can  testify  to  the  alleged  violations,  should  be  furnished.  Letters  of  trans- 
mittal, M.  I.  Form  152,  and  shipping  or  other  papers  should  be  submitted  in 
triplicate.  If  evidence,  such  as  labels,  cartons,  etc.,  only  one  of  which  is  available, 
is  submitted,  two  typewritten  copies  of  the  information  on  such  labels  or  cartons 
in  addition  to  the  originals  should  be  submitted. 

LONG  DISTANCE  TELEPHONE  CALLS 

The  use  of  Form  AD-102  in  connection  with  vouchers  submitted  from  field 
stations  covering  payments  for  official  long  distance  telephone  calls  should  be 
discontinued,  effective  immediately.  In  lieu  thereof,  travelers  claiming  such 
charges  in  their  reimbursement  accovuits  will  list  the  cost  therein  in  the  manner 
prescribed  in  paragraph  69  of  the  Standardized  Government  Travel  Regulations. 
At  the  end  of  the  account  there  should  appear  a  certification  as  follows:  "The 
long  distance  telephone  calls  covered  by  this  voucher  were  necessary  on  account 
of  official  business,  were  not  personal,  and  were  in  the  interest  of  the  Government." 
Such  certification  will  be  in  addition  to  the  general  certification  on  the  face  of 
the  voucher. 

In  handling  public  vouchers  (Standard  Form  1034)  covering  telephone  service 
rendered  to  field  stations,  it  will  be  necessary  for  officials  in  charge  of  stations  to 
make  the  same  certification  in  addition  to  the  usual  printed  certification. 

This  notification  modifies  the  notice  which  appeared  on  page  57  of  Service 
and  Regulatory  Announcements  for  May  1936,  as  amended  by  notices  on  page 
71  of  the  June  1939  issue  and  page  81  of  the  July  1939  issue.
